KING WARNS AGAINST 


Premier’s Speech | 
Outlines Actual | 
Campaign Issues 


OTTAWA, Feb 8.—Behind the “clash of political con- 
flict” the “real” issues in the election campaign are main- 
tenance of national unity and the government’s war policy, 
and “both issues rise superior to personalities,” Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King declared in a broadcast address 
last night. 


In his keynote campaign speech, the Prime Minister 
Sought support for an administration of long experience and 
whose views represented, he believed, the wishes of the ma- 
jority of Canadians. 

As an alternative to the present administration elect- 
ors could vote on March 26 next for men ‘the most of whom 
are without experience in government and who are bound | 
together by no common principles or agreed policies.” 


Warns Of National Government Suggestion 


Warning against any “vague suggestions of a national 
government,” Mr. Mackenzie King urged the electors to de- | 
mund to know in advance who would form the administra- | 
tion if they decided to entrust the responsibility of office to | 
new hands. | 

All parties were in agreement on the determination to | 
prosecute the war to a successful conclusion, the Prime Min- | 
ister said. The only differences were on matters not con- 
cerned with the war and arising from differences of tempera- 
ment, and method, and differences of experience. 


Must Not Only Face War, 
But Peace Plans Too 


“The men you choose to entrust with the responsibility 
of government must be ready not only to face unflinchingly 
the dire necessities of war,” the Prime Minister said. “They 
must also be prepared, with a sense of national unity and the 
ideal of international good-will, to face the problems of peace.

The war supply board has placed orders 
for the construction of 46 submarine 
hunters, some for the Canadian 
some for Britain, the cost running to $10,-

After hearing reports from the Ger- 
man representatives at Moscow and Hel- 
singfors, Berlin can see no basis upon 
which it could hope to arrange a settle- 
ment.

There is thus no common ground of in- 
terest or purpose on which to build a 
compromise peace.

Spoofing for Publicity 

Premier Mussolini evidently finds his | 
prolonged prudential silence to be trying | 
on the nerves.

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It Depends On the Kind 


Dr, Manion has raised a vigorous pro- 
test because radio political speeches are 
to be censored by the Broadcasting 
Corporation, The Dr. appears to be afraid 
the censor committee will not let him say 
all he may want to say, or say it in the 
way he wants to say it. The Government, 
he seems to suspect is behind the whole 
business, and has a dark design to un- 
fairly crimp his style. 

To what degree the public will share 
the objection will depend mainly on what 
kind of censoring is done, and how much. 
Most political speeches to which they have 
listened would have been the better for a 
going over with a blue pencil. Particularly 


speeches made by orators of “the other 
party.” 

The Corporation is taking on a large 
contract if it hopes to censor speeches to 
the satisfaction of everybody. That just 
can't be done. Reasonable-minded listeners 
will not expect it to be done. So long as 
the scales are held as even as is humanly 
possible, and speakers of all parties treat- 
ed alike, there will be no chorus of com- 
plaints from the receiving set owners. 

As to the right of the Corporation to 
censor speeches, with all deference to Dr. 
Manion that is not only its right but its 
duty. It collects $2.50 per year from the 
owner of each receiving set, and cannot 
waive responsibility for the kind of pro- 
grams it gives him for his money. It has 
the same right and the same duty to in- 
sist on worth while speeches that it has to 
select worth while music as part of the 
return it gives the listener for his license 
fee. 

It is to be supposed the censoring will 
be done by persons who are competent to 
do it; that the object will be to cut out 
piffle, slander, personal abuse, and to in- 
sist on straight arguments presented in a 
serious, candid and courteous manner. If 
the censors keep to this line they will de- 
serve and receive the thanks of those who 
have paid for the time the speeches will 
occupy. And, surely, in that constructive 
effort to keep political discussion on a 
proper plane they will have the commen- 
dation of Dr. Manion. 


“Editorial Notes 


In future, people in Great Britain will 
be allowed to buy only 40 cents’ worth of 
meat each per week, half the amount for 
children under six years, and no limit on 
what are called secondary cuts and pro- 
cessed meats. The ordinary consumption 
is one and three-quarter pounds of meat 
per week per person. The ration looks 
more like a dietary regulation than a pri- 
vation order, 


The accident suffered by Lord Tweeds- 
muir gives unwelcome but convincing evi- 
dence that his health is not good. He fell 
in a faint, struck his head against a piece 
of furniture, and suffered a concussion. 
While the fainting spell may not signify 
any serious condition, and the injuries 
sustained in the fall may not prove severe, 
the incident gives confirmation to previ- 
ous reports that the popular governor- 
general is not a well man. 


The censor has let it be known that 
for eleven days England has been snow- 
bound by the worst storm “of the cen- 
tury,” with hundreds of miles of railways 
blocked, roads impassable, hundreds of 
villages marooned, and acute shortage of 
food, fuel and other necessaries in isolated 
districts. The news was suppressed until 
the weather cleared, no doubt because the 
enemy would be quick to take every mili- 
tary advantage the situation offered.

Professor Namier's favorite 
secretary, in this respect, is Lord Salisbury, 
who resolutely refused to speak any language 
but English when on official business, even 
though he was a skilled master of French. 

This is a rough doctrine, and not one that 
many students will readily accept. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain boasted of his love of France; he 
| cherished the cadences of that beautiful speech; 
yet no one who knows the facts would, suggest 
that his familiarity with French habits hurt his 
foreign policy. On the contrary, it not only 
gave him an invaluable insight into the Gallic 
mind, but also enabled him to effect a recon- 
ciliation between Germany and France. Briand, 
Streseman and Chamberlain all managed to 
Speak good European when speaking French. 

Philip Snowden, on the other hand, could be 
tactless in English. He almost bust up the Hague 
conference on reparations when he abruptly 
described the French case as “grotesque.” A 
little more finesse, based on a study of French 
models, would not have been amiss in that case.

The Issues That Matter 


Canadians generally will, we feel, resent the 
suggestion implicit in Dr. Manion’s attack that 
the opposition in the House of Commons is the 
only body of men in the whole Dominion com- 
petent to form a judgment upon the Govern- 
ment’s war effort. We are now embarking upon 
an election campaign of eight dreary weeks. The 
resources of the press, the platform and the 
radio are available to all. The criticism and de- 
fence of our war effort in all its aspects will be 
set forth in detail. It will be without benefit of 
Hansard and without the use of the parliament- 
ary machinery, but Parliament's decisions, in 
any event, are subject always to review at the 
hands of the electors themselves who pass the 
final judgment upon the work of their repre- 
sentatives. We have no doubt that the basis for 
an intelligent judgment will be laid, and that 
it will be intelligently used. 

When the present controversy is stripped of 
all its flub-dub and verbiage, we will find that 
the Canadian people are not much interested in 
| the personal fortunes of either Mr. King or Dr. 
Manion. What they are interested in is to ascer- 
tain for themselves whether or not the Canadian 
war effort has been framed to support the rigors 
| of a long and remorseless war. They are inter- 
| ested not so much in the spectacular aspects of 
| that effort—war has long since ceased to be a 
circus—as in its efficiency over the Jong run, 
They are interested in finding out if proper 
economy is being exercised in order to husband 
our resources; and they are interested in the 
war controls that have been set up to eliminate 
profiteering and to avoid so far as possible the 
effects of the teriffic economic aftermath that 
follows any war. They are interested, too, in 
keeping this country united through the war 
so that the maximum practical effort can be 
| exerted right up to the last day needed for the 
achievement of victory. 

These are the things that today occupy the 
nation’s mind, and they must be made the issues 
upon which this election is fought. Everything 
else is unimportant.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Dissolution and Election 


Parlament has been dissolved and the Gov- 
ernment has taken the unusual course of using 
the Speech from the Throne as a medium for 
the announcement of its intention to hold an 
immediate general election. In the circum- 
stances this exceptional procedure is not without 
justification. The Government has put its cards 
on the table and the air has been cleared. The 
case now goes to the people. 

There has been a widespread sentiment 
against the holding of an under war 
conditions.

arguing the question now that it has been de- 
cided, but there is a great deal to be gained if the 
electors and their leaders will school themselves 
into a state of mind which will permit the hold- 
ing of an election in a spirit of as near unity as 
may be possible under partizan divisions. A 
short campaign and a definite mandate will best 
serve the interests of the country now that the 
Government has committed itself to an appeal 
to the people. It goes without saying that the 
Prime Minister, apart from whatever constitu- 
tional obligation rest upon him, regards 
the existing conditions as favorable and counts 
upon a return to office. His estimate is robably 
correct and would not be far wrong if there were 
no war in progress. The fact that the Dominiqn 
is at war is more likely to operate to his advan- 
tage than to that of his opponents. As stated 
upon more than one occasion in these columns, 
there has been and is a strong under-current of 
dissatisfaction with the Government's alleged 
lack of energy in prosecuting the war, but 
whether that dissatisfaction be well founded or 
| not the Canadian elector will hesitate very long 
before swapping horses while crossing so turbu- 
lent a stream. Furthermore, whatever doubts 
there may be or may have been as to the war 
capacity of some ministers, the ability of others 
hag been demonstrated and their achievements 
constitute an impressive record. The count

It cost many 
lives for the remainder to get the 
savior faire that was later dis- 
played by all, Given a sufficient 
leavening of old-timers they would 
get it much quicker and at less 
cost, There are plenty of “old- 
timers” less than fifty years of 
age just eating their hearts out 
wanting to be of service but who 
are held back by the new regula- 
tion that all appolntments shall be 
trom among those who have been 
active in the Militia during peace- 


time. This automatically cuts out a 
fot of good material. The “Terri- 
torial” system of recruiting is a 


great improvement over the old in- 
discriminate way, but the very fact 
that it was not in effect during the 
last war has automatically made a 
large number of “orphan” veterans
